T dont To CALIFORNIA. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] If an extra session of Con- 
gress becomes unavoidable next spring 
it will shut off sll possibility of Presi- 
dent McKinley's visiting the Pacific 
Coast. If an extra session is called at 
all. it is calculated that it will meet 
here some time in March, and with the 
questions it will have to deal with it 
will be impossible for adjournment to 
take place before.well toward the mid- 
die of the summer, if, indeed, it did 
not stay here until very late in the 
summer. 

An extra session of Congress called 
in the spring will mean that the fol- 
lowing matters will be taken up: Phil- 
pine legislation. Nicarauga Canal, 
Cuban effairs, Pacific cable, Ship Sub- 
sidy Bill. These mattérs would ali 
most certainly come up. 

It an extra session should come into 


sight within the next few days, all 
thought of passing the Subsidy Bill 
this session will be abandoned. At 


this session only an emesculated bin 
can be paseed and that Senators Hanna 
and Frye do not want. At any extra 
session they could take their time and 
perhaps get through a bill more closely 
following the Imes laid down in their 
original draft. — 

One‘strong argument for an extra 
session ia insistence from all parts of 
the country that the Nicarauga Canal 


Bill be — It seems impossible to 
get it through before March 4, and 


meantime petitions are piling up in 
Congress from every city end State, 
demanding that it be put through. 
Only today there was read in the Sen- 
ate a petition adopted by the National 
Board of Trade, demanding that Con- 
gress take up and pass this bill. 

The Pacific Cable Bill is hung up in 
the game fashion. There is no time 
for debate upon it; there is no passing 
it without considerable debate, so it 
lies pigeonholed. 

But whether there is going to be an 
extra session is not clear yet, by any 
means.

SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED. 


EXTRA SESSION PROBABLE. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED u. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.-—That the 
Senators regard seriously the prospect 
of an extra session of Congress, in 
view of the President's urgent recom- 
mendation of legislation concerning the 
Philippine Islands. was shown today 
by the activity of those who desire to 
Avoid an extra session.

NEW SCHEME ADVANCED BY MR. 
NEWLANDS OF NEVADA. 
— 

Irrigation Fund to Be Formed of 

Money Derived from Sale 6f Public 

Lands in States Where Irrigation is 

Needed—Eastern Objection Met. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) An entirely ‘new scheme for 
the promotion of national irrigation of 
arid lands has been got up by Repre- 
sentative Newlands of Nevada, and in- 
corporated into a bill which was intro- 

duced in the House by him today. 
This bill by Mr. Newlands supple- 
ments his former bill for reservoirs on 
Humboldt River. It provides that 
money received by the national gov- 
ernment from the sale of public lands 
in arid land States be turned over to 
an irrigation fund and expended by 
the government in irrigation work on 
lands from which the money is derived. 
This bill, trrigating folks say, s 
an excellent chance of passage at this 


Congress. 

Some members of the National Irri- 
gation Congress who have been op- 
posed to legislation this winter, fearing 
such legislation would be incomplete, 
have come to the support of this bill, 
and the bit! is of special interest in 
California just now when a proposi- 
tion is before the Mate Legisiature 
there for State irrigation in codperation 
with the national government. Irriga- 


tioniets here contend that an appro- 
priation by the State of California for 
irrigation would hurt the chances for 
national irrigation work. 

Mr. Newlands, himself, thus described 
this bill in a statement made tonight: 

“It provides that all moneys re- 
ceived fromthe sale and disposal of 
public lands in the arid and semi-arid 
region, excepting these set aside for 
agricultural and mining colleges, shall 
form special funds for reclamation 
works. The Secretary of the Interior 
is authorised to make plans for stor- 
age works and withdraw from entry 
lands, which it is proposed to irrigate 
from them, and he is authorized to 
enter into contracts for the constriuc- 
tion of such storage works, payable out 
of the arid land reclamation funds. 
Upon the completion of each irrigation 
project, the total cost thereof is to be 
ascertained and divided pro rata per 
acre of the lands to be irrigated, and 
such amount shall be charged against 
the lands as the cost of water rights. 
The lands are to be subjected to home- 
ptead entry, each entry to be limited to 
eighty acres, and the water right is to 
be paid for in annual payments ex- 
tending over ten years. All moneys 
received from the sale of water rights 
hall go into the reclamation fund. In 
all construction work eight hours shall 
constitute a day's work, and none but 
citizen labor be omployed. ; 

“The purpose of this bill is to meet 
the objection urged against a general 
scheme of reclamation, which is that 
it taxes the East fcr the purpose of 
western improvement: . Under this 
schéme sales of land in the West con- 
stitute the fund for reclamation. Last 
year the sales of public lands in the 
arid and semi-arid region aggregated 
four million dollars. 

“This bill has the approval of the

lature, one of thé boldest is an attempt 
to cimch any telephone company doing 
business in the State.

The bill was introduced by Assem- 
biyman Hovrigan of Ban Francisco, 
and it is known as Assembly Bill No. 

This remarkable measure pro- 
vides that no matter what service may 
be by a company it shal! not 
charge a telephone rental of more than 
$2 per month. No distinction is made 
between “main” lines, “two-party” 
lines or “‘ten-party” service; all of it 
comes under the uniform monthly rate 
of 8% The nickel-in-the-slot attach- 
ments arc prohibited and the differ- 
ences in demands made upon the tele- 
phone service by business houses, 
hotels and residences are ignored. 
After providing the rate the bill says:

This bill is the result of the work of 
the Anti-Saloon League, which Is quite 
powerful in the extreme southern part 
of the State.

— Some appre- 
hension is expressed in sugar circies 
as to the report that German refiners 
are preparing for a sharp fight to 
market their product in this country. 
About a year ago the Secretary of the 
Treasury decided on complaint of the 
Ruesian Ambassador, that the Rus- 
sian sugar was not subject to 4 coun- 
tervailing duty, for the reason that 
technically Russian sugar did not re- 
celve an export ty. The conten- 
tion of the German refiners is that 
Russian sugar does, in fact, receive a 
bounty, and a demand, it is asserted, 
is to be officially made upon the State 
Department that German eugars de 
i upon this same basis as Rus- 
— 


n. 

Should, however, the countervailing 
duty on German sugars still be col- 
lected, it is then proposed, according to 
reports just received by sugar re- 
finers, to pay the export bounty upon 
terms identical with those controlling 
Ruesian shipments. In that case, it 
is argued, the authorities at Wash- 
ington will have no course left except 
to remove the countervailing duty. 

The removal of the differential duties 
on Russian resulted in th 
importation of quite an amount 
that product. The imports of refined 
sugars during the year 1900 amounted 
to 17,180 tons, compared with 1935 tons 
in 1899. and a very large part of this 
increase wee Russian crystals. 

If ithe differential duties be removed, 
it is contended, the duty on refined 
over taw supplies gives the American 
refiner only about one-eighth cent per 
pound advantage over foreign refined, 
and co uentiy. it is further said. 
German reipers will only be required 
to undersell the American refiners about 
one-quarter cent per pound in order 
to secure business.

NATIONAL GUARD LAWS. : 


Great Change in State Military Or- 
ganizations if Proposed Bill is Passed. 
Watching Standard of Appointment. 
A great change in State military or- 
ganizations is promised, provided the 
propored bili, published in The Times 
a few days ago, becomes a law. This 
bill has been prepared for introduc. 
tion at the next session, of Congress 
and is designed to eliminate from the 
statutes the obsolete provisions that 
now encumber the National Guard. 

The State Legisiature will wrestle 
with National Guard laws this week. 
but the question arises. as to whether 
or not it will enact measures that may 
prove incompatible with the actions of 
Congress later on. 

Under the existing law no one is 
eligible for appointment to the offices 
of major-generel or brigadier-genera) 
unless he has served four years in the 
State organization, two years of which 
thall have been as a field officer. En- 
der the proposed law, four years’ ser- 
vice as an Officer of any grade, either 
im the State organization or the regu- 
lar army, would qualify anyone for ap- 
pointment to either of the mentioned 
offices. A second lieutenant inthe 
State organization who has served four 
years, would be as eligible for appoint. 
ment asa colonel, or a first heutenant 
who had served four years as a staff 
officer, but who 8 never served in 
the line, would be eligible as anyone 
for appointment. 

It is the duty of a fleid officer to 
cominand, therefore it is important 
that he should have the experience. Un- 
der the proposed law those who have 
had no experience as line officers would 
be eligible for a intment as field 
officers. The question of 8 the 
standard of appointment wii! 
be settled thie week. The fationas 
Guard men of the State await the issue 
with interest.

CHIEF CRAZY SNAKE RIGHT 


TO MAKE LAWS. 
— — 


Politics Partly Responsible for Ex- 
aggetated Reports of Trouble Among 
the Indians—Presence of Troops Ex- 
pected to Have a Good Effect.

{DY THE NEW ABSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.' 

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 26.—A staff cor- 
respondent of the Star, sent into the 
Creek country, to investigate the trou- 
ble among the Indians, wires today as 
follows from Muscogee, I. T.: 

“That the situation regarding the In- 
dian uprising has been somewhat ex- 
aggerated by certain correspondents 


| there can be no doubt. It is true the 


Indians are restiess, but so far no vio- 
lence has-been done. However, the 
Snake band is well organised, and if 
whisky should get among them or 
some deputy should become discreet, 
there might be some trouble. But a 
general uprising at the present time is 
out of the question. The presence of 
the United States troops at Henrietta 
is bound to have a good effect, as it 
will convince the Indians who have 
taken Crazy Snake's, word as gospel 
that the President of the United States 
has not given him the authority to 
make Creek laws, as he has been 
claiming. 

“Crazy Snake says thet when he was 
last in Washington he called upon W- 
Ham A. Jones, Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs. and prayed to him for relief 
from the unjust treatment of the Cur- 
tie act. He says that Mr. Jones toid 
him to return home, and that the 
Creeks might make their own laws 
hereafter. Snake insists that he bas 
signed statements form Jones to prove 
his assertion. However, no one who 
has seen these letters can be found. 

“Politics, it is said, have entered 
somewhat into the exaggerated reports 
sent out from this section. The pres- 
ent United States Marshal, L. E. Ben- 
nett, has a bidder for his office and his 
enemies, it is said, have been giving 
color to the sensational reports and 
saying that another marshal would 
rhave made wholesale arrests from the 
start, and thereby put a stop to even 
the suspicion of an uprising.

HE creation of a battleship is about 
as conventional as the trimming of 
a hat. The trimming may be varied 

here and there and the shape slight) 

altered, but the frame always remains 
about the same. The battleship has 
been of slow growth, and there have 
been but few radical changes. Take 
the Ironsides and the Monitor, form a 
composite of the two in steel brought 
up to the time of the Inflexible in ar- 
mor and gun, and you will be surprise? 
to note the aimilarity. Yet the two 
types were twenty years apart. The 

Inflexibie, barring modern guns, does

From the time that explosive shells 
first came into use armor became im- 
perative. In the days of solid shot it 
made no particular difference whether 
a vessel was pierced or not, unless at 
the water line. The shot seldom hit 
any one inside, and the holes made in 
a vessel were plugged up with compar- 
ative ease. Even chain shot was not 
fatal to a sturdy vessel, nor impaired 
seriously her fighting qualities, but a 
shell carrying a high explosive is a 
different proposition. If one of these 
pierces a vessel it practically means 
destruction toallin the neighborhood 
where the shell strikes, ag well as the 
danger of fire. Therefore it is neces- 
sary to take protective measures that 
will explode these shells on the out- 
side, and such protective measures are 
found only in armor, and ever-increased 
armor. If there should come a time 
when there is discovered a projectile 
that nothing can resist, or that is so 
powerful that protection against it 
Would involve armor ot such thickness 
as to: make a battleship an inert mass, 
then we may expect to turn from ar- 
mor and depend upon an overwhelming 
battery, but at present nothing of the 
kind is in sight.

Nations will take as much interest 
in their merchant marine as in their 
navy in the near future, as from the 
union of the two there will be born 
the perfect national independence.

Last Great Game Preserve. 

[Forest and Stream:] The opening 
up of China, which is likely to follow 
the present occupation of Peking by 
the allied forces, will wipe out the last 
great game preserve in the world. It 
will be surprising to many to learn 
that, notwithstanding the enormous 
population of China and the early in- 
vention of the use of firearms in that 
country, it is today the best stocked 
with game of any country in the world. 
In the plain about Peking; where the 
villages are so thick that the popula- 
tion exceeds two thousand to the square 
mile, wolves, raccoons, foxés and weas- 
els are so thick as to be pests. The 
wolves particularly are so numerous 
and fearless that no winter passes 
without a great many lives being los. 
All Chinese villages are surrounded vy 
mud walls for protection from bandits 
and prowling animals, and it is cus- 
tomary to paint white rings on these 
mud walls in order to frighten ‘he 
wolves away. The Chinese explain 
that the wolves either take the rings 
to be traps, which they avoid, or else 
to be the rising. sun, which causes them 
to slink back toward their lalrs. 

During the summer the Chinese vil- 
lagers are too much in the line of ex- 
terminating the pests. But wolf hunts 
are quite common in the winters. The 
villagers beat out the flelds and drive 
the wolves into pits or caves, where 
they are dispatched with swords and 
pikes. It if a common thing in ail 
parts of China, even the most thickly 
populated, to sce wolves trotting along 
the roads or crossing from cover to 
cover. 

The reason that foxes are so numer- 
ous. is that the Chinese, who believe in 
the transmigration of souls, think that 
human spirits prefer to go inte foxes 
rather than into any other animal. 
Consequently they never kill foxes for 
fear they may be injuring some de- 
parted spirit.

NEW RANGE FINDER. 
(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMFS.1 
NEW YORK, Jan. 18.-—A new range’ 
finder has been successfully tested in 
Italy. The Fiske range-finder, which 
was made use of to some extent in the 
Spanish war. gives the distance of an 
obiect from a ship by the aid of an 
electric current working through twc 
rbeostats and a Wheatstone bridge. Ob 
servers at the bow and etern of a 
ship follow the target with telescopes 
mounted on pivots. The turning of 
the telescopes varies the resistance ot 
the rheostate and the changes in the 
intensity of current actuate a range 
indicator in the Wheatstone bridge. 
Another method with which the United 
States government experimented 
quite extensively is the Lewis depres- 
sion-range finder, which calculates the 
distance by a method of triangulation, 
the height of the Instrument above sea 
level forming the base of the triangle. 
This instrument cannot well be used 
on hoard ship, and has been designed 
essentially for close service. The use 
of the Figke range-finder was not per- 
sisted in during the war with Spain 
because it was too delicate to stand 
the vibrations of heavy guns, and, con- 
sequently. in a naval engagement soon 
became useless. The Lewis range- 
finder has also developed some defects 
which militate against its unreserved 
acceptance for land service.

STRAUSS’S AUTOMATIC GUN. 
New York Tribune: ] A new automatic 
machine gun has been invented by a 
Cleveland man named Oscar Strause, 
and he is making efforts to persuade 
capitalists to manufacture the same, 
and Uncle Sam's Ordnance Bureau to 
introduce it into service. A one-pounder 
gun of the Strauss type was tried in 
the vicinity of New York a few days 
ago. A well-known retired army of- 
ficer who is expert in such affairs, 
and who witgessed a trial in a personal 
capacity, whe admitting that the time 
has not yet * for a final verdict, ex- 


presses admiration for Mr. Strauss’s in- 
genuity. 

The Cleveland gun has two note- 
worthy features. The power required 
for loading, firing and withdrawing the 
cartridge shell is derived from a piston 
underneath, and this is actuated by the 
gasses produced by the combustion 
of the powder, Then there is an at- 
tachment to the plece which is in- 
tended to check the recoil. The in- 
ventor asserts that it does so effectu- 
ally, and that five shots had practically 
no effect in throwing the gun back- 
ward, although it was mounted on 
merely a light carriage. 

The principle employed to prevent re- 
coil is gimple. The muzzle of the piece 
ig encircled by a modified form of bell, 
the wider part facing forward, but hav- 
ing its edge curved inward. The escap- 
ing gasses spread out at the muzzle 
and strike the circular cavity with 
great force. Thus the tendency to move 
backward is partly or wholly over- 


come. 

No official trial by the War Depart- 
ment having been ordered, the ord- 
nance officers down at the Army Bulld- 
ing are not yet in a position to diecuss 
the subject. There is some reason, 
however, for believing that Hiram 
Maxim, whose automatic gun has at- 
tracted world-wide attention, has ex- 
perimented with both of the features 
here described. And it may turn out 
that in spite of its excellence Mr. 
Strauss’s gun is not altogether new.

MISCONCEPTIONS CONCERNING OUR 
ARMY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


A correspondent of the Army and 
Navy Journal writes from Guaga, in 
the Philippines: 

“This is the headquarters of the 
‘Subdistrict of Guaga,’ garrisoned by 
four companies of the Forty-first, the 
district embracing about one hundred 
square miles, with about one hundred 
thousand population. It is no easy task 
to keep peace in a territory of this.sigze, 
but the work is admirably done by our 
commander, Maj. Wholiy, who was the 
popular colonel of the First Washiag- 
ton, which did such effective work in 
the campaign of 1898-'99. When you are 
with Maj. Wholly, you are with a man 
who is a soldier in every sense. I have 
read much wild taik in the American 
papers concerning conditions here— 
fake statements made by people who 
know nothing of what they talk about. 

The insurrection ie practically dead 
in the Island of Luzon. There are ro 
insurgents except a few scattered 
bands, who still cling to a lost hope. 
It has been our chief work during the 
past few months to suppress acte of 
outlawry. We have sent out many ex- 
peditions, following them into the fast- 
nesses of the mountains, wading rice 
paddies, where the water is up to the 
walst, living on nothing. and the re- 
sults have been entirely satisfactory, 
except to the Tulisanes themselves.

The Bureau of Steam Engineering 
has in contemplation the issue of new 
and improved allowance tables for the 
fleet of torpedo boat destroyers now 
under construction, and it is under- 
stood that these tables will be strictly 
up to date in all important particulars. 

Rear-Admiral Bradford, Chief of 
the Bureau of Equipment, pro to 
have a board of five officers to har- 
monize differences between bureaus, 
instead of adopting the Secretary's 
plan of consolidating bureaus, but this 
would seem to add a further complex- 
ity to the embarrassments of which 
the Secretary now complains. The ad- 
miral asks for an assistant chief of his 
bureau, as the civilian chief clerk who 
acts in his absence is without techni- 
cal knowledge or training. 

A committee has been appointed by 
the Washington veterans of the Span- 
ish-American war to take steps to se- 
cure from Congress travel pay for the 
journey from Manila to San Francisco. 
It is contended that other regiments 
were paid travel pay from the pointe 
named, but the rule was changed be- 
fore the Washington boys were ordered 
home. The travel pay amounts to 
about $300 per man, with a proportion- 
ate advance for the officers. 

The episode of the guns which the 
German government ostentatiously in- 
formed the Reichstag it had forbidden 
the Rhenish Machine and Metal Goods 
{ Company to furnish to the British ar- 
tillery, has had an instructive termina- 
tion. Mr. Broderick, the Secretary 
of State for War, was able to inform 
the British Parliament, during its re- 
cent brief session, that the 108 quick- 
firing guns ordered in Germany had 
been received before the order of the 
German government forbidding their 
manufacture had been communicated 
to the German company. 

The British Navy League and other 
advocates of British naval supremacy 
throughout the world now affirm that 
the old “two-powers’ limit of strength” 
which was at one time thought suffi- 
cient for the British navy is no longer 
of any value. In view of the impetus 
given to naval construction in France, 
Germany and ..uesia, the Navy League 
Journal calls for twelve more battie- 
ships and forty-six cruisers in addi- 
tion to those under construction. To 
put the fleet on a war footing would 
require 110,000 seamen, marines and 
boys, with 40,000 reserves to supply 
the waste of war. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the 
requirements of an army such as the 
British now have in the field in South 
Africa is afforded by the details given 
of the stores and an s sent out up 
to a short time before the occupation 
of Pretoria. These’ included 170,600,000 
small-arm cartridges, 500,000 artillery 
cartridges of various calibers, 175,000 
horses and mules gathered from all 
parts of the world, 300,000 khaki suits, 
370,000 pairs of boots, 420,000 biankets, 
and tents, sets of camp equipage, har- 
ness and other articles in similar pro- 
portions. Besides, great quantities of 
preserved vegetables, 
and biscuits and for- 
age were shipped. 

Although the Russian government is 
gradually withdrawing its troops from 
China and Manchuria, it is strength- 
ening and reorganizing its forces in 
Eastern Siberia. The military district 
of the Amur is to furnish two new re- 
serve battalions, with headquarters at 
Nertchinsk and Verni Udinsk. and the 
military district of Siberia is to sup- 
ply a reserve battalion at Yenisseisk. 
These battalions will have the ordi- 
nary organization of Russian reserve 
corps, with companies of 128 men. The 
Thirteenth and Seventeenth Sapper 
battalions and the Fourth Bridge 
Building Battalion are to be grouped 
in a corps as the Second East Siberian 
Sappers of the Second Siberian Army 
Corps. 

Officers of the army interested in 
army ordnance are awaiting with 
much interest the test of field guns 
which will occur at Sandy Hook on 
March 20. Besides the many ordnance 
companies of this country which will 

ter a gun or guns, there is a strong 

bability that some foreign com- 
panies will compete. The gun of Capt. 
I. N. Lewis, U.S. A., which ¢reated so 
much talk a few weeks ago, it being 
claimed that the officer would enter 
@ gun exactly similar to the field gun 
of the French army, is rapidly near- 
ing completion at Bethlehem. The 
Army Ordnance Department will en- 
ter two guns in the test, and some of- 
ficers are confident that one of these 
guns will be selected for the type for 
our army. 


In the Austrian army atten- 
tion is being given to_the provision 
of motors capable of transporting 


heavy loads. A firm in Vienna, which 
some time ago supplied to the artil- 
lery ranges at Steinfeld a Daimler 
wagon which has been found ex- 
tremely useful, has now received an 
order to construct at once a motor 
which is to serve as a model for auto- 
mobiles for transport purposes. In 
the German army equal activity is 
being displayed with regard to the 
adoption of automobiles. The conclu- 
sion has been arrived at that elec- 
tricity as a motive power must be 
d ed for war purposes. The or- 
dinary ofl motors will, it is believed, 
be most advantageously employed. 

At one time it was the practice with 
the ship and engine-building firms 
holding contracts for the government, 
to employ engineering talent outside 
of their own workshops for running 
the trial trips required by their con- 
tracts, but since the completion of a 
large number of vessels the various 
contractors have found that it is a 
better plan to employ their own men 
in these trials, so it has become the 
custom to maintain a sufficient force 
of trained engineers and firemen, who, 
while employed in the shops during the 
completion of the work, are detailed 
for. experimental duty whenever re- 
quired. In this way the larger com- 

nies doing work for the United 

tates are largely autonomous in the 
matter of tests and trials. Wages 
are fixed by convention between em- 
ployers and employed.

Wonderful Results of Study by Scientists 
of Europe and America---First Announce- 
ment Made by Prof. Bigelow.

WASHINGTON . C..) Jan 14, 1901. 
~The fascinating work of the interna- 
tlonal cloud survey ie at last ended. 
The scientists who have directed the 
study are now ready to give the world 
fis frst accurate inkormo tion concern- 


ing the hitherto mysterious bodies of 
vapor floating iu the vast atmospheric 
nen enveloping old earth's crust. Unt 
tie coUperative study of these acrial 
wanderers was begun several years 480 
by the great nations of Europe and 
America, science knew less concerning 
their formation, speed, direction, 
height. dimensions and signification 
than they had learned concerning the 
laws of the visible plancts furthest 
from earth. For thousands of years 
the clouds in their varying guises have 
inepired the woncerment of man. Poets 
have gung of them, painters have de- 
picted them in all their magnificence, 
yet—although their regions have been 
visited and although they have even 
descended upon our heads—they have 
remained practically unknown factors 
in our chmate and weather. 

Vast is the mine cloud ef lore hidden 
in the quarto volume of 800 pages pre- 

by Prof Frank Bigelow, me- 
teorologist and astro of the na- 
tional weather bureau. Prof. Bigelow 
has directed the American branch of 
éloud survey. His report will shortly 
be circulated among meteorologists 
of the whole world. It will serve as 
a guide to the hundreds of 
weather forecasters scattered over 
this and other countries. The dis- 
coveries made in the course of 
this cloud study will revolutionize 
theories of storms now accepted by 
meteorologists. 

BLACK MIRRORS AND SPY- 
GLASSES. 

In this country alone fifteen scattered 
stations carried om the work. At each 
of these was used a peculiar black mir- 
ror, known as a “nephoscope.” Affixed 
to this was a scale which measures the 
velocity and direction and images of 
clouds passing over it. By application 
of simple mathematics the speed and 
direction of the clouds themselves were 
dete from the actions of their 
images. At the same time the wind 
Yanes and wind gauges, each auto- 
matically writing its record on a slip 

paper, measured the speed and di- 
rection of the lower air cu tse. Thus 
was determined a peculiar relationship 
* tween the winds which blow over the 
earth's surface and those carrying the 
clouds of various heights, After the 
reco ‘s from the many stations had 
been received it required many months 
for Prof. Bigelow to draw his deduc- 
tions, just now completed. 

Peculiar spygiass instruments for 
measuring the heights and dimensions 
of clouds were used at two stations at 
Washington. These were conical tubes, 
each with a pinhole in the eye-piece, 
with a plain glass ruled with cross 
lines at the wide end and with a scale

These instruments 
were moun on cement foundations, 
securing against vibrations. One was 
so arranged on the,high roof of the 
weather bureau building, the other on 
the west tower of the State, War and 
Navy Department. A special wire con- 
nected the observers, each of whom 
wore a tel phone helmet. Thus they 
could talk to each other as readily as 
upon nm po cor- 
ners of selected clouds and directed 
their instraments at these in turn. 
Bach time they read the scale show- 
ing the angle at which their spyglasses 
were turned. Knowing how far the 
+9 instruments were apart and know- 
ing these angies, it was a matter of 
simple mathematics to estimate how 
high the cloud was from the earth, how 
long it was and deep it was. 
That their observations might be taken 
at one and the same second of the 
hour, there was an arranged device by 
which the standard weather bureau 
clock could be heard ticking th 
the wire connecting their ears. 
HIGHEST CLOUDS TEN MILES UP. 

The highest of all clouds were dis- 
covered to be those delicate, white, 
fibrous, detached masses of frozen va- 
por always seen high against the blue 
sky. Gometimes they arrange them- 
selves in belts crossing the heavens in 
great circies and converging toward 
opposite points on the horizon. ,Often 
they appear to be groups of motfoniess 
lands far up in the blue, atmospheric 
sea. The topmost point of the highest 
of these measured was ten miles above 
the earth. These highest clouds—named 
“cirrus’’—were found to confine them- 
selves to an atmospheric stratum or 
belt extending from the ten-mile height 
to within three and a half miles of our 
heads, and therefore measuring about 
six and a half miles in depth. 

The second highest clouds were dis- 
covered to be those eppearing as thin, 
whitish sheets, at ‘times completely 
eovering the sky. Often they present 
a formation like a tangled web. Cover- 
ing the sun or moon, they produee ha- 
jos thereabout. These, the “cirro stra- 
tus.“ are found to be compenions of 
the “cirrus” of medium height. They 
float not quite so ien nor so low as 
the latter. Their belt, five and a halt 
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miles deep, is included between points 
respectively, 9 1-3 and miles up. 
The third highest clouds were found 
to be those forming the “mackerel sky. 
These, named “cirro cumulus,” are 
globular messes, white flakes or wisps, 
without shadows and a n 
groups or rows. Their belt extends 


heads to withik two miles of the earth, 
and is consequently six miles deep. 

* Fourth in the order of height are 
the “alto stratus”’—thick, blueish-gray 
sheets, often showing a brilliant patch 
in the neighborhood of the sun or moon, 
in warm weather their belt—six miles 
deep—begins eight miles up and ends 
a trifle over a mile above us. 

Then comes those large, white or 
grayish and partially «shaded masses 
often #0 closely packed together that 
their edges ere con Sometimes 
they appear like a ragged wall built 
eof rough stone growing gradually 
smaller toward the bottom.

CLOUDS FASTEST IN COOL

The direction of the rapidly rushing 
torrent of air in the region of the 
highest clouds found is at each station 
to be due eastward across the United 
States, and foreign statistics indicate 
that it continues thus eround the 
world. Jf caught in this upper current 
an air ship or balloon would continue 
to circumnavigate the world.

It was at Khundaganj that he won by his bra 
prowess that gift of the British crown, most 
England's soldiers, the Victoria Cross. At the close 
of the Indian mutiny he was placed upon the staff of the 
army in the Department of the Quartermaster-General, 
but when war again broke out, he was ready for the 
field, and we find him taking an active part in the 
bloody fighting of the Umbeyla campaign in 1868. Next 


to his native land, where he was received as a patriot- 
hero, and soon after was made a baronet, and the hand- 
some sum of £12,500 was voted him that he might sus- 
tain the dignity of the title. 

He returned to India in 1881 to command the Madras 
army as its lieutenant-general, a position that he had 
reached through his brilliant achievements as a soldier, 
and the rare perfection of his personal character. In 
1885, a vacancy occurring in the appointment of com- 
mander-in-chief for India, he was appointed to that 
high position, which he held until 1893. 

In connection with the great Boer war in South Africa 
we find Earl Roberts again prominently before the pub- 
lie. After the defeat, on the 9th of December, 1899, of 
Lord Methuen at Magersfontein, of Gatacre on the 10th 
at Stormberg, and of Buller, the hope of the nation, on 
the 15th at the battle of Colenso, the great heart of the 
English people turned to Lord Roberts. The Committee 
of National Defense met, and after a short deliberation 
he was made commander-in-chief of the British army in

Photographer Valin is an ingenious Canadian of 
French lineage, and his present (fort is bent upon solv- 
ing the alluring, yet exasperating, problem of aerial

“I think the power beet adapted for propelling this 
airship will be liquid air.” 

Mr. E. D. Eldridge, superintendent of the Onset Water 
Company, is undoubtedly the best authority in this sec- 
tion upon-mechanics. Mr. Eldridge for a number of 
years was the superintendent of the Pneumatic Gun 
Carriage Company, and had charge of fitting United 
States naval vessels with ther armament. This required 
him to be recond to none in this country upon questions 
of nicety and accuracy in mechanics. 

Mr. Eldridge is deeply interested in Mr. Valin's in- 
vention. He pronounces it as most appealingly prac- 
ticable, novel and the development of an original idea 
applied to fixed mechanical laws that is logical. Of the 
application of the spring and rachet for utilizing the 
one-man power seated in the car below the balloon, Mr. 
Eldridge says: 

“You will, perhaps, remember a few years ago when 
the new pattern of the old-style high-wheel bicycle came 
out. the Star wheel. It had a small wheel in front. A 
rachet and spring were used. As the rider pushed down 
on one side with one foot it applied the power from that 
side, and aw he pushed down with the foot on the other 
side, it in turn applied the power from that side. The 
principle is the same as used by Mr. Valin, and is en- 
tirely practicable and clever. The propeller seated in 
the car as he pushes with his feet the power is applied 
the same as on the bicycle with the pressure of the foot 
upon one side. Then as he pushes with his hands upon 
the hand lever, that force has the same relative appli- 
cation as the pressing down with the second foot upon 
the other side of the bicycle, keeping up a constant ap- 
plication of power upon the axis of the balloon or worm 
and keeping that revolving, or screwing itself through 
the air.” 

Mr. W. E. Hammond, the local practical watch- 
maker and jeweler, who is an inventor on his own ac- 
count, has examined Mr. Valln's model, and studied his 
theory minutely. Mr. Hammond says: ‘ 

“Mr. Valin, the inve ter of the airship, has, at various 
times during the cons.ruction of his model, given me the 
opportunity to witness and examine his machine. I 
think his idea of navigating the air is the right one and 
something that will solve the great problem of how we 
may travel through the air. After carefully investigat- 
ing, and many times experimenting with the working 
of his model, I believe, looking at Mr. Valin’s invention 
from a mechanical standpoint, his airship is constructed 
in a thoroughly practical and successful manner for 
aerial navigation, and his method seems to me to be 
the nearest to perfection of anything that I have ever 
teen or heard of concerning the construction and work- 
ing of an air vessel.“ 

Mr. Valin says that $2000 will be ample to make a per- 
fect airship upon his model.

THE AGONIES THAT ARE UNDERGONE 
BY STAGE DANCERS.

HE latest thing in stage dancing—newest and most 

difficult thing under the Terpsichorean sun—is called 

instep dancing, and is composed of evolutions so trying 
andsopainful that audiences should weep into their hand- 
kerchiefs as well as eplit their gloves in applause when 
inistresses of th's most difficult art pirouette themselves 
smilingly from the stage. It is the most amazing thing 
that women will perform steps which cause them most 
exquisite pain—and do it all with a smile. Most of the 
clever dancers are women, though a few men and boys 
dispute their kingdom with them. 

The worst of it is that theatrical audiences do not 
realize the amazing difficulty of these new contortions. 
They see an actress spring from a table, land airily on 
her toes, and go epinning from the stage, and it scarcely 
occurs to them that this one maneuver has cost her 
weeks of patient practice and extreme pain. They do 
not know that an X-raywould show the bones of her 
feet almost an badly misplaced as those of a high- 
class Chinese woman, and if they knew they would not 
care. In order to accomplish these amazing feats, a 
dancer’s foot must be in the most perfectly pliable con- 
dition, for the new instep dancing requires a temporary 
dislocation of the knuckles of the toes. Pleasant to 
think of, isn’t it? Watch the feet of the next instep 
dancer you see. You will feel as though you had as- 
sisted at a surgical operation, and your own toes will 
twinge in sympathy.

Usually two 
years of training and constant practice are required 
before the dancer can acquire the “rock.” Im the case 
of the child who posed for the accompanying illustra- 
tions, but six months were required, but the child is a 
natural dancer, devoted to the difficult art, and with 
bones and muscles so flexible and tractable that art had 
much assistance from nature. 

Nevertheless, her proficiency was not attained without 
physical pain. Learning these difficult dances at all is 
partly a matter of nerve and of determination. The 
dancer is exercised until in u state of profus: perspira- 
tion; then the foot and leg are massaged to further 
rapid circulation. The foot is then rubbed and wriggled 
until the smaller bones which comprise the osseous 
structure of the foot and ankle are so loosened that 
complete flexibility is gained. This operation, besides 
being painful to the subject, requires great skill and 
delicacy on the part of the operator; improper treat- 
ment is certain to bring about serious after-results. 

It is related by a writer in the Metropolitan Maga- 
zine that one promising dancer became disabled for 
further work through the ignorant treatment of Ler hus- 
band, who constituted himself her trainer and ballet 
master, and who, in an attempt to stretch the dancer's 
nether limbs while they were “cold,” succeeded only in 
rupturing the delicate and sluggish blood vessels of the 
leg, and so severely strained the ligaments that the 
dancer was incapacitated forever for the pursuit of her 
art. 


At the best, the dance, in all Its phases, is torturous. 
Each toe must be carefully wrapped in cotton to prevent 
chafing. Ballet shoes must be specially made to fit 
the pedal requirements of the dancer; and it is not 
without interest to note the fact in passing that only 
two men in this country are competent ballet-shoe 
makers. The sole of a ballet shoe is stiffened, and cot- 
ton placed in the far end of it where the greatest strain 
comes. Even with innumerable precautions the dancer 
seldom escapes trouble; there are few of the world’s 
most noted dancers whose feet are in a perfectly-normal 


As in acrobatic and other lines requiring fiexibility 
and special training, it is the early instruction which 
counts for most; what comes in after-life is gained only 
by unlearning other methods and unfixing other habits. 
Pupils vary, of course. One speaks, not untruthfully, 
of a born dancer, and natural aptitude is the most valua- 
ble aid to the instructor, but most young and growing 
muscles may be trained to grace if taken in hand in 


The younger school of dancers appear to be attract- 
ing the greater amount of public attention at present, 
and scarcely without exception thoze most prominent in 
stage work are under 30. They are those whose younger 
muscles have enabled them to limber up to the fiexi- 
bility required for “rock” work, and, as a rule, the 
youngest members are the best. Some of those best 
known are under twenty. 

From instep work to the early days of the ballet is 
a contrast which marks strongly the advancement 
made, not alone in the matter of technique, but in the 
point of dressing as well. The old-school dancer, with 
her knee-length tarlatan skirts, would furnish an odd 
parallel to the smartly-gowned young woman of today, 
and no less marked would be the comparison of their 
steps. The old-time dancer was more of a pantomimist, 
and the variety of her steps would be regarded almost 
as incompetency today.

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WITH THE RANGERS. 


A VISIT TO THE PINE MOUNTAIN 
FOREST LODGE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


T WAS my good fortune last summer to be able to 

spend a couple of weeks with the forest rangers of 

the Pine Mountain division of the Pine Mountain 
and Zaca Forest Reserve. Almost the entire northern 
end of Ventura county is included within the limits of 
this division. The scenery of the Pine Mountain is 
hardly surpassed for beauty and tumbled grandeur by 
any of the mountain views to be had in the Sierras or 
the Selkirks. Its mighty buttresses of rock, where 
the condor sits in solitary majesty, watching for his 
prey upon distant hillsides; its yawning chasms, within 
whose gloomy depths-the grizzly holds lordly sway; its 
vast stretches of territory, across which the eye tires 
in wandering; its lofty heights, one-half of the year 
blue with the haze of summer, and the other half white 
in the ermine robes of winter, the tossing plumes of 
the pines, the songs of the mountain cataracts, all 
these things combine to make of it a wonderland worth 
going far to see. 

One sultry afternoon last August I boarded the Santa 
Barbara train, changed cars at Ventura, and that same 
evening arrived at Nordhoff, the post village of the 
Ojai Valley, twelve miles from Ventura. 

At Nordhoff | was so fortunate as to find Supervisor 
of Rangers Willis M. Slossen, who told me that if I 
would wait over a day he would accompany me to the 
Pine Mountain Lodge, thirty miles distant, whither, 
with a friend whom I met at Nordhoff, | was bound. 
I gladly accepted his offer, for neither my friend nor 
myself had ever been over the trail. 

On the morning of the second day we set out early 
for the lodge. The air was crisp with the coolness of 
the receding night. In the west the dying old moon 
hung its crescent cup just above the mountain sky-line. 


out on the bosom of the deep. Then we traced the waves 
as they rolled down into the valley and exhausted their 
force in the long breaker line that bears the name 
“Pietra Blanca,” or White Rocks. Turning about we 
beheld the Ojai, a vision of beauty and the garden spot 
of Ventura county, the sapphire in the girdled sone of 
valleys for which our southland is 80 justly famous, 
and looking fair and bright as did the Promised Land 
when viewed long years ago from the heights of lonely 
Pisgah. 

And now the mellow beams of the morning sun 
touched peak after peak along the top of the ridge, 
turning them into crowns of burnished gold that seemed 
to rest upon the brow of shadowland fair as any diadem 
that ever wreathed the sable locks of Ethiopian royalty. 
Even while we stood thus, enchanted by the scene, the 
light grew stronger, and, ere we were aware, the garish 
day had banished the darkness, dispersed the shadows, 
dissolved the sunrise, and called the world to labor 
again. * 

As our journey’s end was yet far distant, we made 
haste to resume our course, which now led us by many 
a devious turn down a steep zigzag path on the north 
side of the mountains. After many a shift of scenes, 
now in the glare of the sun, and now in some close- 
walled avenue of trees, we found ourselves at the ford 
of the all-but-roaring Sespe. It was a ford by courtesy 
only, for the lack of rains had caused it to dwindle into 
a very small stream. That it had in former times been 
quite a torrent was evidenced by its great stretches of 
sand and by the driftwood piled high upon its banks. 

Following the course of the Sespe downstream a few 
hundred yards we came to the Lathrop place. Several 
years ago a Los Angeles gentleman named Lathrop 
came upon the spot where his house now stands, and, 
being impressed by the abundant resources at hand, 
settled there and made it his permanent home. The 
very prosperous appearance of his place is evidence of 
his good judgment. 

From the Lathrop place our trail led us across a suc- 


cession of rolling, brown hills, covered with a short 
growth of brush, seemingly destitute of all life except- 
there a rattler or a ground squirrel.

Cape after cape bore us higher and higher, while the 
soft, gray film of the morning, that first fell glowing 
on the topmost ridges, gradually melted down into the 
cafions. With the coming of the vaporish dawn the 
feathered tribe awoke and began the little round of 
their existence anew. From points of vantage here and 
there, a dead snag or a towering boulder, the plumed 
leaders of numerous flocks of quail which were round 
about sent forth their saucy challenges ringing across 
cafions. Occasionally we caught sight of some 
midnight prowler, who, worn and tired from his night 
foray in the valley below, was making a belated return 
his accustomed haunts in some hillside jungle.

In Central America there lives the robber crab, of 
almost incredible size, and somewhat resembling a 
huge spider. The distance between its extended claws 
is sometimes as great as twelve feet. It spends the 
greater part of its life on land, climbs the cocoanut 
trees, on the fruit of which it lives almost entirely.

Leaving out the deserts of heat, cold and dryness, our 
land shows a remainder of about three-fourths of the 
whole, that is, as regards its physical conditions, more 
nearly allied to the cradle-land of our folk than any 
other equally large area in the world. A portion of it 
was fitly named New England. The term could well 
have been ex ended so as to include a much larger area. 
It would have been no misnomer if the continent had 
been termed New Europe, or better still, New Arya. By 
its development it bas come to deserve both those 
names. 


North America a Land of Premise. | 


The judgment as to fitness of North America for the 
needs of our race has been well established by the test 
of centuries. Leaving out of account the settlement of 
the Latin peoples in the tropical districts, where the re- 
sults have been rather unsatisfactory, we have had a 
fair trial of the new environment over a period that may 
be roughly counted as two and a half centuries. Of 
this the test for the interior district, that of the Missis- 
sippi Valley, extends to about one-half that time; 
and for the Cordilleran area, Le., the Rocky and associ- 
ated mountains, to only fifty years. The test of greatest 
length approximately includes European people settled 
along the coast and the Appalachiam district of the in- 
terior from Labrador to ; the mext areas that 
fairly sample the eastern half of the Mississippi Valley. 
the third, that of the western mountain region and the 
Pacific border of the same. Thus we see that the trial 
fairly includes all except the area of Northern British 
America and Alaska. Taking the areas in their order, 
and seeking to base our judgment on their human prod- 
uct, we will now note the results the eral settle-

gards the physical condition of the folk, they have lost 
nothing by their transplantation. They are as able- 
bodied and as fecund as they were in the Old World.

Of all the tests that go to show the continued mental 
and physical quality of a people, that of military rerv- 
ice is unhappily the surest. Given a civil war which en- 
lists the hearts, as well as the bodies of a folk: draw 
into it the mass of serviceable men: protract it until 
the trial proves not only valor, which is common in 
the taller races, but also the higher emotions of patience 
and fortitude; and we have an essay diabolical in its 
perfection, but showing the essence of a people as none 
other can. How well the Civil War proved that Ameri- 
cans, after generations of existence in there environ- 
ments, remain sturdy may be illustrated by the history 
of a single command: The First Kentucky Bricade of the 

federate army. I select this body of troops especi- 
ally for the reason that. while they were officially my 
enemies, many of the officers and men were personally 
well known to me. I have, moreover, carefully in- 
spected the lists. and am convinced that all save a very 
few of these soldiers were from old American families 
of British or Irish origin. The part of the great story 
of this brigade that can be here told concerns the last 
hundred days of its service. It is enough for the need. 


Har@fhood of the American Breed. 


On May 7, 1864, the bricade left Dalton, in its long 
continued retreat before Sherman. with 1140 rank and 
file.

CHICAGO'S SEWER MAKES PRACTICABLE 
A WATERWAY TO THE GULF.

. (-\ HICAGO has recently built and opened the largest 
sewer in the world. On the face of it, this would not 
_™* seem to be important to anyone except the people 
‘of Chicago. As a matter of fact it is ah event which 
is likely to prove important to every person in the 
United States: For the sewer is a ship canal as well. 
In all human probability Congress will make it the first 
link in a great waterway for ships drawing fourteen 
feet of water, connecting the Great Lakes and the Gulf 
of Mexico. This would give two great advantages to 
the whole nation. It would permit the passage of gun- 
boats into the Great Lakes from the Gulf and the Mis- 
sissippi, and it would give cheap transportation North 
and South, for all kinds of produce and manufactures. 
As Great Britain controls the water approach to the 
great Lakes at the other end, a naval passageway 
through our own territory, even though it were avail- 
able only for shallow-draught craft, would be of strate- 
gic value. It is on the commercial side, howev 
the combination ship canal and sewer is likely

nered from the recorded experiences of many, which is 


peculiar to the Caucasian race, and is met with in China 


only in the rarest instances. The reason of this is that 
the Chinese are in all things eminently utilitarian. As 
Sir John Davis justly observes, “They set no value on 
abstract science apart from some obvious and imme- 
diate end of utility.“ Hampered as they are by a lan- 
guage the most tedious and meager of all modern 
tongues, and gifted with but little imagination, as a 
race, it is cause for but small wonder that the Chinese 
have made such limited progress in science and art 
during the last few centuries—and it cannot be denicd 
that they have made next to no progress at all in 
either, since long before the intrepid Marco Polo re- 
turned to regale his eager listeners with incredible tales 
of the famous wealth and limitless power of Kublai 
Khan of Cathay. It will be matter of almost as much 
surprise as interest, therefore, to the student of musical 
history to know that the Chinese had made great 
strides in the development of music as an art, long be- 
fore it was accorded that high niche which it now oc- 
cupies among the exalted idols in the estimation of the 
so-called enlightened nations of the world. Indeed, if 
for no other reason, its great antiquity alone, renders 
Chinese music a subject of more than passing interest 
to musician and student alike. It shall be my task 
in this paper to briefly describe its status and uses in 
the land of sixty-year cycles. 


Music Appreciated by the Chinese. 


However crude and little their attainments in the 
theory and practice of music may appear, giving the 
term its broadest occidental signification, by no people 
in the world is music accorded a higher place among 
the arts than by the Chinese. It was regarded by Con- 
fucius as one of the essentials of good state govern- 
ment; as a most potential social factor, harmonizing 
and softening the different relations between the dif- 


title, and equalizing fortunes, for the time being or for 
all time, through its far-reaching effects, affecting for 
good all so fortunate as to be brought within the 
charmed circle of its benign and chastening influence. 

Chinese literature on the art of music is extensive 
and varied. There are no less than thirty-eight sepa- 
rate works treating of its utility in military affairs 
alone. And at this present day its use in encouraging 
the soldiers and inciting them to the charge is highly 
appreciated; though the instruments used and the 
music elicited are of a character calculated to excite 
the contempt and risibilities of American or European 
soldiery. However, it should be borne in mind that 
there is a possibility that the music of the Chinese, 
(and other Asiatic races,) may contain a something— 
crude, vague and undeveloped, it may be, but perhaps 
existent—as yet undiscovered by the more-advanced 
musical student; while peculiarity of temperament, or 
tympanic structure even—who knows?—may enable 
his yellow brother, by supplying from within himself 
the needed vibrations, to complete a wondrous message

Two Methods of Writing Music. 


There are two distinct methods of writing music in 
China, entirely different in character the one from the 
other. These two kinds of music are called, respectively, 
the southern and the northern, and are easily distin- 
guished trom each other by the Chinese. The musical 
gamut of the south appears to have consisted always 
of but six notes, the songs of that section, and most of 
the rural districts of China being 
southern system; but the northern scale consists of 
eight tones. It is the system prevailing in the north- 
ern provinces, in all theaters, and in cultivated circles 
of the laity. It is also the system authorized to be 
taught, when music is taught at all. 

A careful and exhaustive study of the subject has 
been necessary in order to ascertain and verify the 
facts now believed to be given to the world for the first 
time; although it is but fair to others who have prose- 
cuted their inquiries and researches in the same field 
to state that various oriental travelers and authors 
have deduced some of these highly-interesting and in- 
structive points, the contemplation of which carries 
us far back into remote antiquity, and some of which 
have been discovered in other lands than China.

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No Need of a Ruled Staff. : 

Among other interesting peculiarities of our method 
of writing music it will be observed that we have abso- 
lutely no need of the ruled staff, since all tone and time 
values depend upon the strokes or marks used in form- 
ing the written character, and not upon its position 
upon the diagram. As something of a musician, in a 
very modest way, and absolutely unbiased by prejudice, 
I will venture to hazard the assertion that this feature 
is not without its advantages. 

At this juncture, lest it should escape my memory, I 
desire to correct a statement of the well and favorably- 
known traveler, government representative and author, 
the Hon. Mr. Barrow. He states that the Chinese 
learned the method of writing music herein dercribed 
from a Roman Catholic priest named Pereira, in the 
year 1670.

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POETRY. 

A Poet of California. 

HE author of this book is a native of New York. 

He graduated from Madison University, Hamilton, 

N. V. (1873.) He went to San Francisco and became 
identified with the life there. Some years later he re- 
turned to New York and delivered the Memorial day 
poem at the Metropolitan Operahouse there. It is said 
of Mr. Brooks that he possesses a fine baritone voice, 
and a high order of oratorical power. He has gained 
the commendation of many men of eminence, among the 
mumber, Gen. Miles is reported to have indorsed a 
“grand heroic poem,” and President McKinley found one 
“good and original.” The collections in this work have 
contributed to platform entertainment. They are many 
of them outbursts of patriotism. Some of them are 
in dialect and probably the hearing of them might add 
to their power of entertainment.

It takes the nicest sort of calculation to run the do- 
mestic gearing of dining and sleeping cars that are 
gone for days out through the country beyond the man- 
ager’s reach,” said a railroad superintendent. “What a 
good housekeeper does every six months we do every 
few days, that is, clean our premises from kitchen end 
through to parlor compartment, outside and in. Those 
special trains leased for long trips cannot-be got at so 
frequently, but, at the home station, each car, as it 
gets in, is switched off on a siding and treated to as 
thorough a scrubbing, polishing and airing as any New 
England household gets in the spring. Pillows, mat- 
tresses, blankets, rugs and curtains are hung to the 
winds. Windows and brasses cleaned. Kitchen ap- 
paratus and tableware rubbed up. Furniture brushed 
and polished. And the out-going car, waiting, ready 
for orders, looks another thing from the jaded, towsled 
roadster that arrived some hours before. A whole 
brigade of brushes, brooms, cloths, tubs, fluids, soaps, 
disinfectants, have been in requisition, and the head 
cleaner must give strict account of all. Otherwise much 
waste would ensue.” 

Every berry, every pound of meat and butter, every 
loaf of bread, item of milk, cream, sugar and other pro- 
visioning for the dining car is carefully inventoried 
when the train comes in and the list compared with the 
list of supplies sent out and the number of meals 
served. Only by discipline and rigid vigilance is any 
domestic economy maintained on these moving houses. 
Special and private cars and special trains are coming 
more commonly into use, and careful, discriminating 
caterers and attendants are additionally valuable to 
road owners. All commissary supplies furnished for 
special cars or trains are charged for according to the 
actual consumption, and 20 per cent. added to cover cost 
of handling. These cars are usually paid for by the 
day 


On the regular-train service it is not always that a 
dining car and kitchen goes through to the train's 
destination. The dining cars are the heaviest of the 
lot. Say a dining car goes out from a certain point 
this afternoon with a through train; it serves dinner and 
is switched off at some convenient place, to be hitched 
later to the train which starts out at midnight without 
such provisioning, but whose passengers will want 
breakfast. This plan permits the passengers to taste 
the creations of several cooks on their journey across 
continent. Other trains carry their dining cars right 
through, particularly if the route is a short and direct 
one. When a road operates rival dining cars under 
different conductors, it is easy to ascertain which caterer 
is generally the most economical and satisfactory. Al- 
though one car may serve a set of passengers who order 
profusely and waste much—three kinds of meat aud two 
kinds of soup for one person, things they cannot con- 
sume—and the other ca‘erer may fall in with considerate 


The increased knowledge of chemistry and preserving 
inventions bas somewhat simplified dining-car house- 
keeping. Admirable canned soups and boullions can be 
kept handily, and served hot and appetizing in a few 
minutes. Evaporated cream, proof against all jostling, 
overheating, or long congealing, is a modern conveni- 
ence. Fine puddings, minces, preserves, pickles, sauces, 
relishes are all twofold better beCause put up under 
better conditions for keeping than formerly. First-rate 
canned vegetables now very nearly counterfeit the gar- 
den growth. Berries, grapes, fruits, even the most Jelli- 
‘cate, are now practicable because of the marvelous im- 
provement in refrigerators. The best built refrigerators, 
perfectly insulated and guarded against all corrosive 
condition®, prevent even the daintiest shellfish from 


losing ae ont 
great boiling urns, a superior mineral sperm oil is 
‘used—oll so safe that it will actually put out a fire 
if thrown on the flames. It takes good force of heat to 
start such oll to burning, but once started, boiling-hot 
water is perennially at band. Space is the great con- 
sideration with dining-car housekeeping. The snug 
way in which the fruits, salads, dressings, etc., are 
packed in their respective lockers would astonish the 
hotel cook or waiter used to plenty of room. And the 
dishes, plates, silver and glassware all must be kept in 
individual racks to avoid damage when the train makes 
sharp curves. Within twenty inches of the steaming 
kitchen range are the refrigerators holding all needfuls, 
and which must be opened and shut every few seconds 
‘to take out and replace things, for nothing can be left 
out in that intense heat. Five waiters, the cook and 
the conductor form the dining car's crew. 

The main portions of a dinner are begun when the 
cook comes on board, an hour or so before starting 
time. A forty-five-pound roast is put on, the soups cet 
simmering. As soon as the majority of tickets are sold, 
the conductor is informed of the number, and he causes 
the quantity of other food to be prepared according to 
his judgment. If any known party of people is to come 
aboard at some other point he is telegraphed to —— 
that dinner for that number may be got ready. In all 
standard provisions there is no waste, but in meats and 
perishable articles no calculation can be made close 
enough to avoid loss. Much bread is thrown away or 
given to the cleaners and helpers about the station. 
And there are waste fowls left over or dishes requiring 
long preparation that are left untouched because the

ice,” said the superintendent, “is tested by special 
agents. These beard the cars simply as passengers, note 
any imperfections, and report to us by letter. When 
there are many lines extending over a large territory 
such an agent is not recognised by the train people. 
He buys a meal like any passenger, and looks out for 
flaws and defects. A printed list of questions that will 
help him to tell us what we want to know is furnished 
and he answers them candidly. If the partitions be- 
tween staterooms and compartments creak when the 
door is opened or closed, he tells us, and the fault is 
remedied. If the carpet is worn anywhere, or the vesti- 
bule lamps don't burn clear, we are informed. Also 
whether the attendants are solicitous or indifferent to 
passengers’ comfort. If the porters are Slack in assist- 
ing people to take the train, in placing steps for their 
convenience, etc., we learn the fact through the place 
where the misdemeanor happened, be it a thousand miles 
away. If a porter hands a passenger a check without 
using a salver, we know it. There are only a few ladies’ 
maids on the extra smart drawing-room cars, and on 
some special trains that go out to Mexico and up through 
Canada. Of these conscientious service is exacted. 
Women look after the laundry work and the cleaning 
of bedding at the terminal stations, but owing to limited 
space, men's services are preferred, they being able to 
do with less conveniences than women.”

A thousand years will flap their cloudy wings and 
crow delightedly and think no small beer of themselves, 
and yet New England mince pie will not be improved. 
To gild refined gold, to paint the lily! And not the 
puritan and pilgrim, the Congregationalist and Brown- 
ist mince pie alone. Pie ig a matter of pleces and not 
of sections. The Catholics of Maryland, the Church of 
England men of Virginia, the Quakers of Pennsylvania, 
could make the wondrous product. Perhaps it was richer 
along the James and the York than in the Blackstone 
Valley or along the Connecticut. But there is no tell- 
ing now, Perhaps the South had more a gift for plum 
pudding, and the North a more serious call to mince 
pies. It is enough to know that great pies are made 
compositions of genius, dramas in mince meat, and they 
were eaten by great people. No paltry race could have 
survived those stalwart dishes. 

Do you like them cold or hot? Substitute “and” for 
“or” and you have the proper answer. Ah, the theology 
and the politics, predestination and free will, Mexican 
war and Leecompton constitution, heresies of Theodore 
Parker, rappings of the Fox sisters and of the Atlantic 
telegraph, all things under heaven that have been talked 
about over mince pie. Fighters and thinkers have 
thrived upon it. It thinned out the weaklings. We 
salute the undiminished prime of mince pie. Malice 
domestic, foreign envy, nothing could touch him or her 
who was worthy to eat that potent and opulent cate. 

In old, deserted parts of old towns you will some- 
times find abandoned churches or meetin’ houses. Ves- 
tiges of the “sheds,” perhaps, where the rude fore- 
fathers of the hamlet baited their horses and ate mince 
pies and considered the good “doctrinal” discourses of 
the old preachers strong in the faith.

But among the 
well-to- do “dipping” is losing ground, for as the old 
enthusiasts die none arise to take their places. But 
“dipping” is said to be on the increase in this State. 
Certainly the sale of snuff goes merrily on.

THE AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 

[Hon. Hugh. H. Lusk in American Review 
of Reviews:] The influence of the new federation 
will, from the first, inevitably be great, although 
it will not at first be pronounced. It will be seen in all 
that takes place in the South Pacific, and it may ere 
long make itself felt even farther from home. The new 
commonwealth, it will be found, will not be too modest 
in its suggestions in any matter that affects its own in- 
terests, and its ideas on the subject of its interests will 
expand. The result will be inevitable before many 
years of the twentieth century have passed—England 
must find a way of taking into formal and administra- 
tive partnership the people already one with her in the 
partiſership of sentiment and interests. 

It is in this way that the commonwealth of Australia 
is most certainly destined to become a world influence 
in the early future. Through her, and probably through 
her alone, can the knotty problem of a British imperial 
federation be solved; because between her and England, 
alone of her posessions of the first magnitude, there ex- 
ists a full confidence and a perfect understanding. How 
such a system will be worked out, by wnat steps it will be 
reached and the difficulties in its way overcome, it would 
be rash to prophesy as yet. Two things, however, may 
be regarded as morally certain even now with respect 
to it; when accomplished, it will open up a new career 
to the British people, and that career is likely to be of 
no little service to civilization and humanity. 
FOREIGN MISSIONARY WORK. 
[American Review of Reviews:] Foreign missions 
have been the glory of the nineteenth century. The 
contributions of the churches in Christian lands for 
their maintenance have been swelling year by year. 
There is no doubt that this growth should continue. 
The status of Christianity in non-Christian lands is not 
yet such that aggressive work by foreign Christians for 
the kingdom of their Redeemer can be diminished. But 
a certain dismay has beyond question come to many 
Christians in view of a supposed indefinite and unlim- 
ited call upon Christendom for increased contributions 
for foreign mission work. The question has arisen, 
When is this to stop? To this question the points pre- 
sented afford an answer. There will be a culmination 
in foreign missions, A time will come when expendi- 
tures for this work may and ought to begin to diminish. 
The quickness with which the turning point may be 
reached depends on the energy and liberality of the 
Church of Christ in the early years of the twentieth 
century. The nations of the earth are in a tumult. 
All the world is about to be open to the preaching of 
the gospel of Christ as never before. Bold, aggressive 
labor for His kingdom, on lines of the best methods, 
will be more effective in the twentieth than in the nine- 
teeath century. By a few years of strenuous labor and 
liberal giving, a mighty transformation will be wrought. 
By wise and adequate labors, Christianity may be made 
paramount in every nation on earth in the early years 
of the twentieth century.

‘THE GAME OF PIRATE. 


AN OUTFIT FOR THIS SPORT IS EASILY OB« 
TAINABLE. 


By a Sfecial Contributor. 


‘The war of the pirates takes place between and about 
two rings which can be marked with chalk on an as- 
phalt pavement or with a sharp stick on a level bit of 
turf. The size of the rings must be regulated both by 
the number of players who take part and by the space 
available. A diameter of from five to six feet will gen- 
erally answer the purpose. The rings should be sep- 
arated by perhaps thirty feet. I say advisedly that tho 
game is played between and about the rings, for the 
primary object of every player is to keep himself out 
of, and get his opponents into one of these Inclosures. 

The outfit for the game is easily obtainable. Each 
player must be furnished with a guide, a straight 
stick three and one-half to four feet in length. Boys 
should have no difficulty in picking up sticks to answer 
this purpose. An old curtain stick will do very well. 
Only one hoop is needed; the sort found on flour bar- 
rels are best. 

Like most American games Pirate is begun by choos- 
ing up sides. The possession of the hoop is decided by 
a toss up. The side losing the toss up, and so the hoop, 
are allowed to choose the ring they will defend. The 
captain of the side to which the hoop has been granted 
takes a position midway between the two rings and be- 
gins plays by placing his guide on the inside rim of the 
hoop and sliding the wooden circle rapidly toward the 
feet of one of his opponents or toward his opponents’ 
ring. If he succeed in striking the feet of the man at 
which he aimed, the man is considered a prisoner and 
must enter his opponent's ring, helpless until liberated 
by one of his own side. 

Any man at whom the hoop is directed may guard 
himself in either of two ways. He may jump into the 
air as in figure 3 or he may stop the hgop with his guide 
as in figure 2. The man who first places his guide within 
the hoop after a play has been made is “in possession,” 
that is, he has the privilege of making the next play. 

It, during the play, the hoop touches any part of a 
player except his guide, no matter how it occurs, he 
must enter his opponent's ring a prisoner. A play may 
be made either by kicking the hoop or by sliding it over 
the ground with the guide. “Babying,” moving the hoop 
along by short kicks or pushes, is not allowed. Each 
play must be made from the spot where the hoop has 
been captured. No one must interfere with the play of 
a man whois, in possession,” but the moment the kick 
or the push has been given, the hoop may be stopped 
with a guide. Prisoners are liberated by playing the 
hoop into the ring where they are held captive. If any 
part of the hoop touches one of the rings, it is counted 
‘asin. If a man, not a prisoner, for any réason steps 
within his opponent's ring he at once becomes a prisoner. 
If any one steps within his own ring, he UWeFites all 
prisoners held there. After the hoop enters one of the 
rings play is commenced by the captain of the side 
guarding that ring. 

The side first capturing all of its opponents is of 
course accounted the winning ban.

A Domestic Oil Burner. 


HE extremely high price to which coal has been 
torced Angeles by the existing com famine, 
makes the question of a satisfactory substitute for 
that fuel of special interest just now. When the “black 
diamonds” began to retail at almost a cent a pound, the 
thrifty housewife—or at least the “houseband” who 
pays the freight—will do some close figuring on the fuel 
proposition. 

At the same time producers of petroleum are figuring 
upon wider markets for their constantly-increasing 
output, which is now sold at a price equivalent to 
about one-fourth the present wholesale price of coal. 
It has been frequently suggested that if a practical 
method could be devised of burning crude oil or distil- 
late in heating and cooking stoves, the market for Cal- 
ifornia petroleum would at once be immensely in- 
creased, and at the same time housekeeping expenses 
would be greatly diminished. This problem appears to 
have been solved in what is known as the Larsen ol! 
burner and furnace, a local invention which may be 
seen in operation on Fourth street, opposite the 
Chamber of Commerce. The invention has been fully 
tested in a number of Los Angeles homes and Mr. Lar- 
sen, the inventor, has many strong testimonials from 
well-known citizens who have tried it. Ly 

It is claimed for this oll burner, among other ad- 
vantages, that it is clean, free of disagreeable odor and 
more economical than any other method of domestic 
heating and cooking. It is easily attached to any 
stove. The burner makes gas from the lowcst 
grade of distillate, or from high gravity crude oll. the 
gas being made by the burner itself while in operation, 
without any attention, the burners being started by 
simply turning the valve slightly, allowing the oil to 
‘flow into the burner and applying a match. In less than 
five minutes there is a fire. The gas is forced into 
an air chamber where the air takes the place of steam, 
‘thereby insuring a perfect combustion. A burner can 
‘be run without care for eight weeks, and when cleaned 
is as as new. 

— a generally used is a low grade distillate which 
is said to cost half less than any other fuel in use. It 
ig guaranteed non-explosive, and is approved by insur- 
ance companies. It burns with a clear white fame. 
The burner is placed in the center of the fire box and 
connected by pipes with the oll tank, which fs usually 
placed outside of the house.

Brooms and Baskets. 

NE of the interesting sights in this city is the 
broom and basket factory of the Standard Wooden- 
ware Company, when in full operation. A representa- 
tive of The Times took occasion to spend half an hour

Olives and Olive Oil. 


HE Grogan olive mill in East Los Angeles has been 

working on the last of the crop of olives. In Oro- 
ville, Butte county, about 150 tons of olives have been 
handled by Mr. Grogan. The total output of the two 
establishments for the season amounts to about 700 bar- 
rels of pickled olives, and 4000 gallons of oil. 

At North Pomona, D. H. McEwen, who was a well- 
known manufacturer of olive ofl, until his mill was 
burned, has a small mill which is operated for him by 
B. H. Waterman. The Los Angeles Cultivator says: 

“The oil made is of high quality and retails in this 
city for $3 per gallon, one dealer handifng practically 
the entire output. A ton of olives yields from fifteen 
to thirty-five gallons of oil, th's depending upon variety, 
size and quality of the berries. 

“This mill uses large quuntities of olives, paying an 
average of $40 per ton, prices varying, of course, as to 
variety, etc., Rubra ranking first, Columella second, 
while Picholine are considered poorest. 

“The mill itself is quite a simple affair, the mechanical 
part consisting of the crushing and pressing machinery, 
a ten-horse power engine furnishing the power. The 
capacity of the mill is about a ton per day. 

“The olives are shaken from the trees onto sheets, 
then placed in the boxes. No care is exercised to pre- 
vent bruising. Picking costs one-half cent a pound. As 
the berries are brought to the mill, they are dumped 
in the crusher, which consists of two heavy iron rollers 


rotating on an upright shaft. The bottom of this 


crusher is also of iron and-the heavy pressure soon 
grinds the olives to a fine pulp. After being thoroughly 
crushed, the pulp is put in trays having open places in 
the bottom and these trays on small cars. They are 
then placed under the hydraulic press. 

“After the juice is thoroughly expressed and drained 
off, it is allowed to stand some little time, the oil being 
skimmed off as it rises, the water being thrown away. | 

“The oil is placed in large metal tanks, each holding 
about fifty gallons, where it remains until v pened' 
which usually takes about fourteen days. After it is | 
ripe, it is run once through French filter paper and then 
bottled ready for market. 

“The filtering is an interesting process. It consists 
of several rows of funnels placed in a rack like stair 
steps. Under each funnel is a small trough. The filter 
paper is placed in these funnels and the oll slowly per- 
colates through it, being caught in the troughs which 
take it to the tanks for bottling. This filtering is a 
very slow process, but has proved the most hatisfactory 
of the many methods tried, Mr. McEwen having used
